Polanski Arrested in Sex Case 


Swiss hold Oscar-winning director on 1978 U.S. warrant 


ZURICH I Director Roman Polanski was 
arrested by Swiss police as he flew in for 
the Zurich Film Festival and faces possible 
extradition to the United States for having 
sex with a 13 -year- old girl in 1977, authori- 
ties said Sunday. 

Polanski was scheduled to receive an 
honorary award at the festival when he was 
apprehended Saturday at the airport, the 
Swdss Justice Ministry said in a statement. It 


said U.S. authorities have sought the arrest 
of the 7h-year-old Oscar-winning director 
around the world since 2005. 

“There was a valid arrest request and 
we knew when he was coming,” ministry 
spokesman Guido Balmer said. “That’s why 
he was taken into custody.” 

Polanski, the director of such classic 
films as “Chinatown” and “Rosemary’s 
Baby,” fled the U.S. for France in 1978, a 


year after pleading guilty to unlawful sexual 
intercourse with the underage girl. 

Polanski has asked a U.S. appeals court 
in California to overturn a judge’s refusal to 
throw out his case. He claims misconduct by 
the now-deceased judge who had arranged 
a plea bargain and then reneged on it. 

His victim, Samantha Geimer, who long 
ago identified herself publicly, has joined in 
Polanski’s bid for dismissal, saying she wants 
the case to be over. She sued Polanski and 
reached an undisclosed settlement, (ap)

Iran must prove nuke 
facility is designed for 
peaceful purposes 

WAS H I N GTO N I Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton says she 
doesn’t believe Iran can convince the 
U.S. and other world powers that its 
nuclear program is for peaceful pur- 
poses, putting Tehran on course for 
tougher economic penalties beyond 
the current “leaky sanctions.” 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
played down the effectiveness of 
military strikes against Iran’s newly 
disclosed secret uranium-enriching 
facility. “The reality is, there is no 
military option that does an)Thing 
more than buy time,” he told CNN’s 
“State of the Union.” 

The nuclear program, which 
Iran claims is designed to gener- 
ate electricity, is at the top of the 
agenda at a diplomatic meeting 
Thursday in Geneva. The Iranians 
must “present convincing evidence 
as to the purpose of their nuclear 
program. We don’t believe that 
they can present convincing evi- 
dence that it’s only for peaceful 
purposes, but we are going to put 
them to the test,” Clinton told CBS’ 
“Face the Nation.” (ap) 


N.YT. Columnist Satire Dies at 79 


Nixon speechwriter, 
wordsmith became 
a conservative icon 

NEW YORK I William Safire, the 
conservative columnist and word 
warrior who eagerly took on polit- 
ical figures and the English lan- 
guage, died Sunday at age 79. 

The Pulitzer Prize winner died 
in Maryland, assistant Rosemary 
Shields said. He had been diag- 
nosed with cancer, but she declined 
to say when that had happened or 
what type of cancer he had. 

Safire spent more than 30 years 
writing on the Op-Ed page of the 
New York Times. In his “On Lan- 
guage” column in the New York 
Times Magazine and more than a 
dozen books, Safire traced the ori- 
gins of words and everyday phrases 
such as “straw-man,” “under the bus” 
and “the proof is in the pudding.” 

Safire penned more than 3,000 
columns, aggressively defending 
civil liberties and Israel while 
tangling with political figures. 
Bill Clinton famously wanted to 
punch the curmudgeonly colum- 
nist in the nose after Safire called

his wife “a congenital liar.” 

Shields said: “Not only was he 
brilliant in language and assess- 
ing the nuances of politics; he was 
a kind and funny boss who gave 
lots of credit to others.” 

As a speechwriter in the Nixon 
White House, Safire penned Vice 
President Spiro Agnew’s famous 
phrase, “nattering nabobs of neg- 
ativism,” a tongue-in-cheek allit- 
eration that Safire claimed was 
directed not at the press but at 
Vietnam defeatists. 

Safire also wrote several nov- 
els and served as chairman of the 
Dana Eoundation, a philanthro- 
py that supports brain science, 
immunology and arts education.

Health officials hope to vaccinate 
well more than half the population in 
just a few months against swine flu, 
which doctors call the 2009 HlNl 
strain. No more than 100 million 
Americans usually are vaccinated 
against regular winter flu, and never 
in such a short period. 

How many will race for the shot 
depends on confidence in its safety. 
“The recurring question is, 'How do 
we know it’s safe?”’ said Dr, Gregory

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Algae Plague Midwestern Lakes 

Drought and fertilizer 
runoffs spur spread of 
deadly toxins in water 


W A U S A U , W I S . I Waterways across 
the upper Midwest are increas- 
ingly plagued with ugly, smelly 
and potentially deadly blue-green 
algae — bloomed by drought and 
fertilizer runoffs from farm fields 
— that’s killed dozens of dogs and 
sickened many people. 

Aquatic biologists say it’s a 
problem that falls somewhere 
between a human health concern 
and a nuisance, but will eventual- 
ly lead to more human poisoning. 
State officials are telling people 


who live on algae-covered lakes 
to close their windows, stop tak- 
ing walks along the picturesque 
shorelines and keep their dogs 
from drinking the rank water. 

Peggy McAloon, 62, lives on 
Wisconsin’s Tainter Lake and calls 
the algae blooms the “cockroach on 
the water.” “It is like living in the 
sewer for three weeks. You gag. You 
cannot go outside,” she said. 

Blue-green algae are common 
in waters but not every lake devel- 
ops serious problems until plenti- 
ful “man-induced” nutrients such 
as phosphorous arrive, said Jim 
Vennie, a Wisconsin Department 
of Natural Resources expert. The 
toxins released by the algae can be

deadly. Symptoms include rash, 
hives, runny nose, irritated eyes 
and throat irritation. 

No people have died in the U.S. 


from the algae’s toxins, according 
to Wayne Carmichael, a retired 
aquatic biologist and toxicology 
professor in Oregon. 

Many, however, have gotten 
sick: “Sooner or later, we are going 
to have more acute human poison- 
ing,” Carmichael said. 

The scum has killed dozens of 
dogs over the years — including at 
least four in Oregon, three in Wis- 
consin and one in Minnesota this 
summer. Wisconsin wildlife experts 
are warning duck hunters with dogs 
to be extra-cautious this fall. “If the 
water is pea-soup green, be sure to 
have clean water along to wash the 
dog off,” Vennie said. “Don’t let it 
drink the water.” (ap)

Karzai s energy chief 
threatens to quit after 
car bombing kills five 

KABUL I A powerful member of 
President Hamid Karzai’s Cabi- 
net threatened to quit after a 
suicide car bomb attack target- 
ed him Sunday, 
killing five peo- 
ple, in the latest 
Taliban attempt 
to destabilize 
Afghanistan’s 
struggling gov- 
ernment. Two 
Americans were 
among six NATO troop deaths 
elsewhere. 

Shortly after the attack in Herat, 
Energy Minister Ismail Khan 
railed against the rise in violence 
in Afghanistan, saying that thou- 
sands of new refugees are seeking 
shelter in Herat because of militant 
attacks in outlying districts. Five 
civilians died in the failed assassi- 
nation attempt, police said. 

Khan said government secu- 
rity agents had warned him that 
insurgents planned to target him. 
Two earlier assassination attempts 
had been foiled, he said. 

“If the government does not 
form a clear strategy to bring peace 
and security, and the situation 
continues like this, I will not par- 
ticipate in the Cabinet anymore,” 
Khan said, rahim faiez (ap)

Revolutionary Guard 
drills occur days after 
nuclear site is revealed 

TEHRAN I Iran’s powerful Revolu- 
tionary Guard said it successfully 
test-fired short-range missiles Sun- 
day in drills meant to show Tehran 
is prepared to crush any military 
threat from another country. 

The display of force comes days 
after the U.S. and its allies warned 
Iran over a newly revealed nuclear 
facility it was secretly building. 

Gen. Hossein Salami, head 
of the Revolutionary Guard Air 
Force, said Iran had perfected 
its short-range missiles to make 
them more accurate in tactical 
battlefield situations and defend 
the country from attacks. 

“We are going to respond to 


any military action in a crush- 
ing manner, and it doesn’t make 
any difference which country or 
regime has launched the aggres- 
sion,” state media quoted Salami 


as saying. 

The tests came two days after 
the U.S. and its allies disclosed that 
Iran had been secretly developing a 
previously unknown underground 


uranium enrichment facility and 
warned the country it must open 
the nuclear site to international 
inspection or face harsher inter- 
national sanctions. 

The missiles tested weren’t the 
kind that can carry a nuclear war- 
head. Iran is developing such bal- 
listic missiles, but the U.S. believes 
that effort has been slowed. 

But the timing of the missile 
tests has been widely interpreted 
as an Iranian show of force in the 
face of the international storm of 
criticism over the secret facility. 

Tehran carried out the tests now 
“to show some muscle, show some 
strength, and say the game is not 
over for Iran yet,” said Alex Vatan- 
ka, a senior middle east analyst at 
IHS Jane’s. He noted that Iran will 
meet with Western powers in Gene- 
va next week. NASSER KARIMI (AP) 


16,000 Thais Key to HIV Vaccine 


Volunteers ignore 
fears, rumors to stiek 
with important study 

NONGTAPAN, THAILAND I Nearly 
16,000 Thais ignored false rumors 
that they were being infected by 
the AIDS virus, and overcame their 
fears of becoming social outcasts 
to participate in trials of the first 
vaccine found to prevent infection 
with the deadly virus. 

Many of the volunteers — an 
eclectic mix of housewives, fisher- 
men, factory workers, laborers and

even prostitutes — saw firsthand 
how the disease ravaged southeast 
Thailand, and they wanted to do 
their part to end the epidemic. 


“In the ’80s, the coffin busi- 
ness was booming around here. 
It was one family after another,” 
said Tanad Yomaha, a volunteer 
whose sister and brother-in-law 
died of AIDS. 

The volunteers’ quiet dedica- 
tion — 90 percent of the volunteers 
stuck with the trial for more than 
six years — paid off when American 
and Thai authorities announced 
Thursday that the experimental 
vaccine had been found to prevent 
infection with the AIDS virus, a 
result that many scientists thought 
would never be possible. 


Soon after the trials started, 
volunteers said they heard rumors 
that the vaccine contained HIV and 
that the U.S. Army — which spon- 
sored the study with the National 
Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases — was using a vaccine too 
dangerous to test in the U.S. 

The volunteers, however, said 
their initial doubts subsided when 
they learned the vaccine was not 
made from a whole virus — dead or 
alive — and cannot cause HIV. 

“I ... thought about it for 
months,” said volunteer Saichon 
Booncharoen, 36. “Eventually, I 
decided I wanted to do this to be 
a part of something bigger, some- 
thing beyond myself.” (ap)

‘State of calamity’ is 
declared after storm 
inundates the capital 

MANILA, PHILIPPINES I Many Fili- 
pino villagers managed to save only 
the clothes on their backs but began 
to rebuild Sunday as the floodwa- 
ters receded from a tropical storm 
that set off the worst flooding in the 
Philippine capital in 42 years and 
left at least 83 people dead and 23 
others missing. 

Army troops, police and civil- 
ian volunteers plucked dead bod- 


ies from muddy floodwaters and 
rescued drenched survivors from 
rooftops after Tropical Storm Ket- 
sana tore through the northern 
Philippines a day earlier. 


Ketsana dumped 
more than a month’s 
worth of rain on 
Manila in 12 hours. 


Some residents began to clean 
up as the floodwaters receded. 
Still, many parts of the capital 


remained flooded, A brief period 
of sunshine showed the extent of 
the devastation — destroyed hous- 
es, overturned vehicles and roads 
covered in debris and mud.

In joining with 
the Free Democrats, she hopes to 
cut taxes and halt a plan to shut

A million dollars doesn’t buy you 
what it once did. In most U.S. 
neighborhoods, it now gets you a 
lot more. 

During the housing boom, 
prices rose so high and so fast that 
even cookie-cutter homes in the 
paved suburbs of South Florida 
and California could cost a cool 
million. In Santa Clara, Calif., a 
high-tech hot spot, the median 
price hit $836,780 in 2007. 

That was a long way from the 
days when a million- dollar home 
evoked images of marble col- 
umns and swimming pools with 
vanishing edges.

At a time when investor confidence 
is still shaky, one of the safeguards 
the government has offered in the 
past year — a program to guarantee 
the more-than $3 trillion in money- 
market funds — has been allowed 
to expire. Here are some questions 
and answers about the expiration of 
the guarantee program. 


I What does the end of the pro- 
gram mean? In short, it means 
thefundsareno longer guaranteed. 
The program to guarantee thefunds 
was initiated by the Bush adminis- 
tration in September 2008 after Leh- 
man Brothers failed, the stock market 
began adeclineand investors pulled 
their money out offunds. The$60 bil- 
lion Reserve Primary Fund “broke the 
buck,” meaning investors seeking 
to withdrawfunds could suffer loss- 
es. Thefund announced the valueof 
its assets fell to less than a dollar for 
every dollar invested. To help main- 


tain investor confidence in the indus- 
try, the Treasury Department initiated 
the guarantee. It was not made retro- 
active, however, to cover the Reserve 
Primary Fund. If a money fund were to 
breakthe buck now and a shareholder 
insisted on cashing out immediately, 
that investor could lose money. 

2 What assurance is there that 
my money is safe in money- 
market funds now? It’s extremely 
rare for money-market mutual funds 
to losetheirdollar-for-dollar value, 
said Connie Bugbee, managing edi- 


tor of iMoneyNet, which has been 
tracking money-market mutual funds 
since 1975. Whilethere is no guar- 
antee against loss, a long history of 
safety should bean assurance that 
one’s money is safe, she said. 

3 Have there been any regu- 
latory changes that provide 
more assurance my money won’t 
be lost? Not yet. But, there are some 
proposalsthatare being explored, 
and a group appointed by President 
Obama is looking into more sweep- 
ing changes, david pitt (ap) 



TRAVEL FgGS for (Almost) All you can leave the U.S., but it’s getting harder to leave behind baggage fees. Fees to check bags 
on international flights are creeping in and may be here to stay. In the past three months, all the big U.S. carriers have added $50 fees to 
check a second bag on flights to Europe. Delta and Continental are charging second-bag fees for flights to Latin America, too. So far, the 
U.S. carriers don’t charge bag fees on most Asian routes, but experts say that will likely change soon. (AP)

Police say man killed 
wife, two kids, dog 
and then himself 

MOUNT AIRY, MD. I A home-im- 
provement worker and school jani- 
tor who apparently was struggling 
to survive the recession killed his 
sleeping wife and two children 
before turning the 12-gauge shot- 
gun on himself, Maryland State 
Police said Saturday. 

Charles L, Dalton, 38, left no sui- 
cide note, and police haven’t clearly 
identified a motive for the murders, 
spokesman Greg Shipley said.

Charles Dalton’s body was lying 
in the master bedroom next to 
the bed, Shipley said. Dalton also 
fatally shot the family’s beagle in a 
crate inside the home’s front door, 
he said. 

A family friend called 911 at 
about 5:30 p.m.

ting a body through a rear window

“Ted was everywhere,” said 
Mossi as she staffed a booth for 
her association. “It hurts all of us 
if there are allegations against 
a member of the community 
who is in a position of influence.

Detroit’s first victory 
in 20 games only adds 
to pressure on Zorn 

REDSKINS I The Detroit Lions 
ended their 19 -game losing streak 
Sunday afternoon with a 19-14 
victory over the Washington Red- 
skins — which figures to increase 
the heat on embattled coach Jim 
Zorn, 

Rookie quarterback Matthew 
Stafford, the No. 1 pick in the 2009 
draft, shined in leading the Lions 
to their first victory since they 
defeated the Kansas City Chiefs 
on Dec. 23, 2007. Against the 
Redskins, Stafford never resem- 
bled the inexperienced player who 
struggled in his first two NFL 
games, leading the Lions on four 
long scoring drives of 99, 74, 86 
and 85 yards, respectively, in front 
of an announced crowd of 40,896 
at Ford Field. 

“Well, there’s not many words 
to say yet,” Zorn said. “We did not 
treat this team lightly. We knew 
this team was good. They came 
in and got out ahead, but we cer- 
tainly were not out of the game. 
Again, it’s about us taking care 
of details.” 

The Lions (1-2) put the game 
out of reason on backup running 
back Maurice Morris’s two-yard 
touchdown run with 5 minutes, 31 
seconds remaining in the fourth 
quarter, Detroit held a 19-7 lead 
after its two-point conversion 
attempt failed.

The Michael Jackson 
Tapes’ quotes the 
late artist on the most 
intimate of subjects 

BOOK I Michael Jackson feared 
the ravages of old age, sought 
the company of sycophants and 
appeared to be abusing prescrip- 
tion drugs and cosmetic surgery 
nearly a decade before his death, 
according to a new book by a for- 
mer adviser, 

“The Michael Jackson Tapes” 
breaks little in the way of new 
ground, but the book by Rabbi 
Shmuley Boteach, based on 30 
hours of taped interviews, provides 
firsthand details about the perform- 
er’s excesses and obsessions. 

“I don’t want to be seen now,” 


Jackson confessed. “Because I am 
like a lizard. It is horrible.” 

The self-described “King of 
Pop” seemed to sense during the 
interviews in 2000 and 2001 that 
his life was winding down, 

“I would like some way to dis- 
appear where people don’t see me 
anymore at some point,” Jackson 
said. “I don’t want to grow old. I 
never want to look in the mirror 
and see that.” 

“He lost the will to live,” 
Boteach said Friday on NBC’s 
“Today” show. “I think he was just 
going through the motions of life 
toward the end.” 

Boteach is an Orthodox Jew- 
ish rabbi who has written self-help 
books with names such as “Kosher 
Sex” and “Shalom in the Home.” 
He was introduced to Jackson in

1999 through Uri Geller, a British 
entertainer, and acted as his con- 
fidant for many years. At times, 
the transcribed tapes sound like 


counseling sessions. 

Boteach said he and Jackson 
recorded the tapes with the idea of 
giving the public a more accurate 
image of the reclusive entertain- 
er, Boteach said he soured on the 
book — originally slated for release 
in 2003 — after Jackson failed to 
adhere to the recovery programs 
they had worked out for his pub- 
lic image and private self. Those 
improvements included waking 
up at a decent hour and not being 
alone with children other than 
Jackson’s own three kids. 

The friendship ended with 
Jackson’s second arrest on charges 
of sexually abusing a child. Boteach 
said he resurrected the project 
after Jackson died because atti- 
tudes toward him had softened. 

In conversations, Jackson is 


quick to see himself as a victim 
and quick to criticize relatives — 
especially his father, who.
